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WIOTEB  WHEAT. 

The  June  reports  show  an  average  condition  of  76,  against  a  condition 
of  94  in  June,  1880.  The  investigation  made  April  1,  of  this  crop,  gave 
an  increase  in  the  area  sown  of  nearly  4  per  cent.,  "but  was  very  unsatis- 
factory regarding  the  condition  at  that  time,  owing  to  the  quantity  ot 
snow  still  remaining  on  the  ground.  The  report  this  month  shows  a 
serious  decline  in  the  prospect,  particularly  in  the  great  wheat  produc- 
ing States  of  the  Mississippi  Valley. 

The  Xew  England  States  show  a  very  good  condition,  rather  better 
than  last  year;  in  the  Middle  States,  neither  New  York  nor  Pennsyl- 
vania are  reported  as  favorably  as  last  year,  but  still  the  crop  is  a  good 
one. 

In  all  the  South  Atlantic  and  Gulf  States  the  average  is  high,  particu- 
larly in  Texas,  where  the  prospect  is  for  a  crop  far  in  excess  of  that  of 
last  year.  In  the  States  bordering  and  north  of  the  Ohio  Eiver,  West 
Virginia,  Kentucky,  and  Ohio,  each  report  below  the  condition  of  last 
year,  but  still  have  fair  prospects ;  but  the  States  of  Michigan,  Indiana, 
and  Illinois  make  a  very  low  average,  lower  than  for  many  years.  The 
principal  complaints  are,  in  Michigan  failure  by  reason  of  the  severe 
winter  and  drought,  and  in  Indiana  and  Illinois  failure  by  reason  of 
drought,  Hessian  fly,  and  chinch-bugs.  West  of  the  Mississippi  Eiver, 
in  the  States  of  Missouri  and  Kansas,  the  only  two  States  where  fall- 
sown  wheat  is  largely  grown,  the  reports  are  diverse,  Missouri  reporting 
a  very  low  average,  while  Kansas  reports  a  high  one.  California  reports 
great  damage  from  drought  and  hot  winds ;  several  correspondents  men- 
tion the  Hessian  fly,  and  speak  of  it  as  the  first  appearance  in  that 
State. 

SPRING  WHEAT. 

Area. — The  acreage  in  spring  wheat  is  reported  as  less  than  that  of 

1880.    There  is  a  slight  decline,  in  all  the  Eastern  States,  of  the  small 

area  sown  in  that  section.     Of  the  great  spring- wheat  States,  Iowa  and 

Wisconsin  show  a  serious  decline,  owing  to  unfavorable  weather  for 

sowing.    Minnesota  falls  off  slightly,  while  Nebraska  and  the  Territory 

of  Dakota  show  an  increase. 
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Condition. — The  condition  of  the  crops  averages  98,  rather  higher 
than  last  year,  and  was  95  in  Iowa,  100  in  Minnesota,  109  in  Nebraska! 
but  only  81  in  California. 

COTTON. 

The  returns  received  by  this  department  show  but  a  slight  increase 
in  the  area  planted  in  cottou,  less  than  1  per  cent;  the  State  of  North 
Carolina  giving  the  largest  increase,  viz,  4  per  cent.,  while  Tennessee 
gives  the  largest  decline,  viz,  7  per  cent.  The  following  table  gives  the 
increase  or  decrease  by  States,  as  compared  with  last  year :

Condition. — The  condition  is  much  lower  than  at  the  same  time  in 
1880,  being  this  year  93  against  99  then,  and  96  in  1879.  There  is 
universal  mention  of  the  backwardness  of  the  crop,  owing  to  a  cold  and 
late  spring.  In  Georgia  drought  is  reported,  while  in  Texas  there  is 
too  much  rain  in  sections  (see  table). 

OATS. 

Acreage. — The  acreage  sown  in  oats  shows  a  decrease  of  nearly  2 
per  cent,  as  compared  with  last  year.  The  New  England  States  and 
New  York  show  a  slight  increase  in  the  area  sown.  Pennsylvania  and 
all  the  Atlantic  States  to  the  south  of  it,  with  the  exception  of  North 
Carolina,  have  declined  more  or  less.  Alabama  and  Texas,  of  the  Gulf 
States,  each  return  a  decided  increase.  The  States  bordering  on  the 
Ohio  River  all  return  a  large  decrease  this  year  as  compared  with  last 
season,  owing  to  very  unfavorable  weather  in  the  spring.  Wisconsin, 
Minnesota,  and  Iowa  each  return  a  large  increase,  the  latter  State  being* 
7  per  cent.  more.  Missouri  shows  a  slight  decrease,  while  Kansas  and 
Nebraska  make  an  increase  of  some  2  per  cent. 

Condition. — The  condition  of  the  crop  does  not  differ  much  from  that 
of  June,  1880,  and  is  92  against  93  then,  and  81  in  1879.  The  New 
England  States,  New  York,  and  Pennsylvania  each  report  a  condition 
above  100.  From  Delaware  to  the  Gulf  the  reports  are  below  100,  but 
still  are  much  better  than  last  year.  Texas  and  Arkansas  are  over  100. 
The  States  bordering  on  the  Ohio  River,  owing  to  drought,  show  a  poor 
prospect  for  a  crop.    Illinois,  which  makes  the  best  showing,  is  only  91. 
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The  States  west  of  the  Mississippi  have  an  average  of  over  100,  and  the 
prospect  is  for  a  crop  much  in  excess  of  the  crop  of  1830.  California 
reports  a  condition  of  S6,  owing  to  hot  winds  and  drought. 

CLOYER. 

The  acreage  of  clover  shows  a  very  material  advance  since  last  year, 
while  the  condition  does  not  materially  differ.  In  all  the  New  England 
States,  and  as  far  south  as  Delaware  Bay,  there  is  an  increase  reported 
and  a  high  condition.  From  there  to  the  Gulf  of  Mexico,  with  the 
exception  of  the  State  of  Georgia,  there  is  a  decline  in  acreage  and  a 
poor  condition.  "West  of  the  Alleghany  Mountains  every  State  reports 
an  increase  in  area  sown.  Those  States  north  of  the  Ohio  give  a  good 
condition,  but  say  the  drought  is  detrimental,  while  all  the  States  west 
of  the  Mississippi  River  give  a  condition  of  over  100.

COKN. 


Acreage. — An  increase  of  a  little  less  than  2  per  cent,  is  shown  in 
the  area  planted  in  corn  as  compared  with  the  acreage  of  1880.  In  the 
New  England  States  the  crop  is  so  small  as  to  be  scarcely  an  appreci- 
able factor  in  national  estimates,  and  the  change  from  year  to  year  is 
very  slight.  Taking  the  Atlantic,  Gnlf  States,  and  the  remainder  of 
the  cotton  belt  together,  the  increase  is  nearly  the  same  as  for  the 
whole  country,  though  considerable  differences  are  noticeable  in  some 
of  the  States.  For  example,  Alabama,  Texas,  and  Arkansas  show  an 
average  increase  of  5  per  cent.,  being  the  only  ones  in  the  section  re- 
ferred to  to  enlarge  their  area  more  than  1  per  cent.  This  increase 
is  offset  by  a  decrease  of  4  per  cent,  in  New  York,  New  Jersey,  Georgia, 
Florida,  and  Louisiana.  The  great  corn-producing  State  of  Illinois  ex- 
tended her  area  6  per  cent.,  but  in  Iowa,  the  second  in  importance, 
there  was  a  reduction  of  an  equal  percentage.  A  considerable  increase 
in  Wisconsin,  Kansas,  and  Nebraska  is  partly  counterbalanced  by  a 
slight  contraction  of  breadth  in  West  Virginia,  Kentucky,  and  Ohio. 

Condition. — The  average  condition  for  the  whole  country  on  July 
1  was  90,  being  10  per  cent,  lower  than  at  the  same  period  last  year, 
and  the  lowest  for  several  years  past.  All  the  States  from  Maine  to 
Delaware,  with  the  exception  of  New  Jersey,  report  a  condition  lower 
than  the  general  average  from  2  to  10  per  cent.,  which  is  accounted  for 
by  the  general  complaint  of  cold,  wet  weather,  and  insect  injuries,  which 
in  Seneca  county,  New  York,  caused  many  fields  to  be  abandoned  and 
sowed  to  buckwheat.  North  Carolina,  Georgia,  and  Alabama  are  the 
only  States  bordering  the  Atlantic  or  Gulf  which  return  averages  much 
above  that  for  the  country  at  large,  the  range  being  from  95  in  North 
Carolina  to  100  in  Georgia.  The  last-named  State  and  Alabama  were 
but  slightly  affected  by  the  drought  which  has  been  generally  experi- 
enced along  the  lower  Atlantic  and  Gulf  coast  up  to  the  date  of  the 
returns.  In  Texas  the  effect  has  been  most  seriously  felt,  the  average 
of  condition  being  reduced  to  69.  In  the  States  bordering  the  Missis- 
sippi and  Missouri,  the  rainfall  has  been  much  greater,  and  in  many 
sections  excessive,  which,  together  with  the  late  spring,  has  reduced  the 
condition  of  the  crop.     Especially  is  this  the  case  in  Iowa,  where  the 
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percentage  is  but  77.  Kansas  alone  of  the  large  corn-growing  States 
shows  a  prospect  above  an  average,  though  Indiana  and  Nebraska  fall 
but  slightly  below.  There  is  a  widespread  complaint  of  bad  stands, 
and  considerable  injury  reported  from  worms  and  chinch-bugs,  yet  the 
general  conditions  are  not  so  unfavorable  as  to  insure  a  short  crop  if 
the  after-season  should  be  good.

WETTER  WHEAT. 

The  condition  of  winter  wheat  averaged  83  on  July  1.  This  is  a  de- 
cided improvement  over  the  report  of  June  1,  but  is  far  below  the  aver- 
age of  the  last  three  years.  On  the  Atlantic  coast  the  crop  is  an  aver- 
age one,  and  although  below  the  return  of  1880,  still  promises  a  fair 
yield.  In  the  great  wheat  growing  States  north  of  the  Ohio  Eiver  and 
west  of  the  Mississippi  there  is  a  very  heavy  loss.  Ohio  reports  a  fair 
prospect,  but  Michigan  and  Illinois  each  make  a  return  far  below  aver- 
age, the  former  State  giving  only  64  and  the  latter  60.  Indiana  reports 
a  much  better  prospect  than  on  June  1.  West  of  the  Mississippi  both 
Missouri  and  Kansas  fall  below  average.  Unfavorable  weather  in  the 
spring,  followed  by  insect  ravages,  are  the  principal  causes  of  com- 
plaint. 
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SPRING  WHEAT. 

The  condition  of  spring  wheat  is  reported  at  90,  which  is  nearly  the 
same  as  last  year.  The  New  England  States  show  a  full  average  in  the 
small  quantity  of  the  crops  sown  there.  The  States  of  Wisconsin,  Min- 
nesota, and  Nebraska  report  a  good  average,  but  the  State  of  Iowa  re- 
turns a  condition  of  only  72,  caused  by  chinch  bugs  and  unfavorable 
weather.

Appanoose :  Very  poor;  frozen 
out.  Calhoun  :  Never  looked  better,  but  grain  small.  Clarke  :  Winter  wheat  winter- 
killed ;  spring  wheat  looks  tolerably  well.  Clinton  :  Season  favorable  for  most  crops. 
Hardin  :  Spring  wheat  has  chinch-bug  and  looks  yellow  ;  light  crop  promised.  Henry  : 
Seriously  injured  by  chinch-hugs.  Howard:  Will  be  good  crop  if  chinch-bugs  keep 
off.

Morgan:  Half  crop  owing  to  chinch- 
bugs.  Newton:  Mostly  in  shocks  yet.  Pemiscot:  Gloomy  prospect  owing  to  bad 
weather  and  blight.

Cherokee :  Harvested ;  20  per  cent,  less  than  expected  ;  dam- 
age by  chinch-bugs.  Davis:  Harvested;  season  favorable  for  all  crops.  Ellis:  Cat 
off  by  drought  and  chinch-bugs;  spring  wheat  nearly  ruined  by  same  cause.  Har- 
per: Injured  by  chinch-bugs ;  all  cut.  Kingman:  Hundreds  of  acres  will  go  to  waste 
because  of  the  want  of  machinery.  Lincoln  :  Injured  15  per  cent,  by  chinch-bugs. 
Phillips:  Spring  wheat  hurt  by  chinch-bngs  ;  all  crops  injured  by  insects.  Woodson:

spring  wheat  very  weedy.  Adams:  Spring  wheat  sown  late  promises  well.  Ante- 
lope :  Half  area,  and  will  not  pay  for  harvesting ;  "  Defiance"  wheat  promises  success. 
Cedar :  Badly  damaged  by  rust.  Dawson :  Outlook  promises  bountiful  crops  of  every- 
thing. Kearney:  Crops  looking  better  than  for  five  years.  Sarpy:  Decreased  average 
owing  to  four  weeks'  drought,  and  poor  condition  from  wet.  Furnas  :  Everything  fine 
and  booming.  Greeley  :  Hurt  by  rain  and  wind  storms.  Webster  :  Good  prospect,  but 
slightly  damaged  by  chinch-bugs.     Washington  :  Never  so  poor  an  outlook. 

California. — Fresno:  Not  so  abundant  as  usual,  but  good  quality.  Humboldt: 
Fall  wheat  affected  with  "chess,"  especially  on  low  lands;  spring-sown  damaged  10 
per  cent,  by  fly  called  "aphis."  Yolo  :  Promises  finely,  and  grain  plump  ;  60  per  cent, 
decrease  in  acreage  since  last  report.  Solano  :  Low  average  due  to  extreme  wet ;  on 
sandy  land  above  average. 

Oregon.— Clacka mas:  Grain  crops  a  little  extra.  Clatsop:  All  crops  brought  for- 
ward by  fine  rains.  Linn:  Very  promising,  but  apprehend  rust.  Washington:  All 
crops  in  advance  of  average  owing  to  fine  raius. 

Nevada. — Nye:  All  crops  a  full  average. 

Colorado. — Fremont:  Great  damage  by  grasshoppers.  El  Paso  :  Suffering  greatly 
for  rain. 

COTTOX. 


The  returns  of  July  1  to  the  Department  show  a  better  condition  than 
was  reported  on  June  1.  The  condition  is  .95  this  year  against  100  at 
the  same  time  last  year ;  but  it  must  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  condi- 
tion of  1880,  during  the  early  months  of  the  season,  was  exceptionally 
high,  and  it  was  not  till  late  in  August  and  September  that  the  extraor- 
dinary wet  weather  commenced  in  the  Mississippi  Valley.  The  fol- 
lowing are  the  returns  by  States :

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The  weather  is  reported  favorable  in  nearly  all  sections  of  the  cotton 
belt,  with  some  complaints  of  heat  and  drought;  but,  except  in  Texas, 
this  is  not  mentioned  as  very  detrimental.  The  plant  is  generally  re- 
ported small  and  about  ten  days  late,  owing-  to  unfavorable  spring;  but, 
taken  as  a  whole,  the  prospects  are  for  an  average  yield.  Alabama  re- 
ports a  condition  far  in  advance  of  that  reported  last  year,  while  Texas 
gives  a  decrease  fully  as  large.  Very  few  localities  mention  injuries  from 
insects. 

The  following  extracts  from  correspondence  are  given : 

North  Carolina. — Wilson  :  Medium  stand,  and  ten  days  later  than  last  year  ;  mucli 
damage  done  by  hail-storms  in  some  portions  of  the  county.  Johnston:  Weed  small 
and  fifteen  days  later  than  last  year ;  growing  rapidly,  looks  healthy,  and  the  weather  is 
fine.  Greene :  Has  improved  somewhat  since  last  report,  hut  is  still  very  small  and  stand 
bad;  cyclone  of  June  30  did  some  damage.  Edgecombe:  Crop  injured  by  hail-storm; 
in  some  instances  had  to  be  replanted.  Durham  :  Fifteen  days  later  than  last  year. 
Mecklenburg:  Drought  severe,  and  crop  badly  injured;  some  bottom  lands  too  dry 
to  plant  at  all.  Gaston :  Much  cotton  did  not  come  up,  and  acres  of  valuable  low 
ground  remain  unplanted.  Duplin :  Several  days  earlier  than  last  year;  first  blooma 
on  the  22d,  and  stand  generally  good;  crop  in  good  condition,  notwithstanding  ineffi- 
ciency of  labor ;  improved  agricultural  implements  have  wrought  great  changes  in 
the  cultivation  of  this  crop.  Halifax:  Good,  but  not  so  forward  as  last  year.  Mont- 
gomery :  Promises  an  average  crop.  Moore :  About  one-tifth  came  up  June  8  and  is 
small,  but  looks  well.  Robeson  :  Suffered  from  drought  and  is  small  and  backward; 
the  cool  nights  of  the  first  week  in  June  caused  much  cotton  to  die  out.  Bladen  :  Never 
looked  better.  Cumberland:  Growing  fast;  heavy  rains  have  caused  some  hill-sidea 
to  wash  out  badly ;  blooms  plenty  in  June. 

South  Carolina. — Lexington :  Has  suffered  less  from  the  dry,  hot  weather  than  any 
other  crop.  Union  :  Short  and  small,  but  healthy  and  in  good  condition  ;  free  from 
grass.  Anderson :  Late  planted  has  not  had  enough  rain  to  briug  it  up ;  the  weather 
through  June  has  been  excessively  warm  and  dry,  and  the  earlier  planted  has  done 
very  well;  crop  at  least  fifteen  days  later  than  last  year.  Barnwell :  Not  up  in  some 
localities.  Fairfield :  Cotton  is  about  100,  but  the  weather  is  very  hot  and  dry,  and  if 
there  is  not  a  change  soon  the  condition  will  be  lowered  materially.  Williamsburg  : 
Stand  is  very  bad,  and  in  some  localities  it  is  not  up  at  all ;  this  will  reduce  average 
perhaps  5  per  cent.  York :  No  rain,  and  crop  cut  off  very  much.  Orangeburg  :  Much  of 
the  crop  did  not  come  up  until  the  middle  of  June.  Horry :  Late-planted  cotton  has 
poor  stands ;  whole  fields  failed  to  come  up.  Laurens  :  Labor  good,  and  outlook  at 
this  time  very  favorable.  Georgetown :  One  month  late ;  stand  uneven,  and  growth 
small. 

Georgia — Clayton  :  The  rain  of  winter  and  spring  prevented  proper  preparation  of 
the  land,  and]  consequently  the  stand  is  poor.  Coweta :  The  dry  weather  of  May 
continued  through  June,  and  if  there  is  not  rain  soon  the  crop  will  be  almost  an  entire 
failure.  Gwinnett :  Planting  delayed  by  late  spring ;  stand  good  and  plant  healthy ; 
first  bloom  reported  on  June  20,  which  is  unusually  early  for  this  county.  Jackson  : 
Large  portion  late,  owing  to  drought.  Merriwether :  Clean  of  grass  and  looks  very- 
well.  Paulding :  Very  small,  and  bids  fair  to  fall  short  of  an  average  crop.  Quitman : 
LTp  to  June  25  was  10  per  cent,  above  average,  but  since  that  date  storms  of  wind,  rain, 
and  hail  have  injured  the  crop  materially  ;  many  fields  are  almost  denuded  of  fruit  and 
foliage.  Walton  :  Early  planted  came  up  and  is  doing  well,  but  the  late  cotton  did 
not  come  up  until  1st  of  June,  and  20  per  cent,  of  crop  is  without  forms  or  blooms.  Worth : 
Everything  short  but  cotton,  and  it  is  fine.  Warren  :  Late  ;  but  doing  well.  Telfair  : 
Some  planters  failed  to  get  a  stand  of  cotton  before  the  dry  weather  set  in.  Muscogee : 
Clean,  but  not  so  forward  as  usual.  Marion :  Never  looked  better.  Dooly  :  Mornings  too 
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cool  and  weather  too  dry  for  crop  to  do  well.  Coll :  Condition  splendid,  and  promises 
good  crop.  Bill:  Need  rain  very  much.  Berrien  :  Drought  severe.  Baker:  Well 
worked  and  free  from  grass.  Brooks :  Best  for  years.  Dawson  :  Looking  well ;  dry 
weather  favoring  it.  Milton  :  Blooms  on  the  22d ;  rather  early  for  this  section  ;  weed 
large  and  well  filled  with  forms.  Catoosa :  Season  so  far  favorable,  and  the  crop  looks 
very  promising.  Gordon  :  Weather  unusually  seasonable  ;  plenty  of  rain,  but  very  hot. 
Stewart :  Doing  well.  Carroll :  Too  dry ;  first  bloom  June  16,  ten  days  earlier  than  last 
season. 

Florida. — Alachua  :  Suffering  from  dry  weather.  Madison  :  Since  the  rains  set  in 
has  commeuced  putting  on  timber,  and  is  now  growing  rapidly.  Washington  :  In  good 
condition.     Levy:  Drought  has  retarded  growth.     Clay:  Very  little  rain  during  June. 

Alabama. — Autauga :  Looking  well.  Butler :  Drought  very  damaging  to  first  plant- 
ing. Baldwin:  Stand  bad  and  corn- worms  cutting  cotton;  labor  bad — indifferent 
about  work  and  no  regularity.  Barlour:  Drought  and  heat  extremely  severe  for  this- 
season  of  the  year.  Bill :  Needs  rain.  Bullock :  Heat  and  dry  weather  extremely 
severe;  cotton  still  holds  its  own,  but  unless  it  rains  soon  will  be  badly  injured. 
Cherokee :  Presents  a  fair  average  condition.  Clarke :  Later  planted  and  smaller  than 
last  year;  uplands  quite  clean  and  promising;  on  river  bottoms  stand  bad  and  small ; 
complaints  of  grasshoppers  and  boll-worms.  Conecuh :  Doing  well ;  large  and  fruit- 
ing well  and  free  from  weeds  and  grass ;  labor  very  scarce.  Marengo  :  Suffering  from 
drought.  Greene:  Clean  and  well  worked;  no  sign  of  worms;  prospect  excellent. 
Be  Kail :  Progressing  satisfactorily ;  free  from  weeds  and  grass ;  prospect  for  a  good 
crop  very  flattering.  Lee:  Two  weeks  late,  but  condition  good  for  growing.  Hale: 
Prospects  better  than  last  year ;  caterpillars  are  appearing  in  some  localities.  Perry  : 
Crop  excellent ;  boll- worms  doing  some  damage  and  caterpillars  reported.  Wilcox : 
Where  worked  the  crop  is  good. 

Mississippi. — Bolivar :  Condition  good  and  no  reason  why  crop  should  not  be  a  full 
one.  Choctaw :  Looks  promising.  Copiah :  Clean,  but  small  on  account  of  dry  weather  ; 
no  rain  for  weeks.  Grenada :  Need  rain.  Hinds :  Injured  somewhat  by  drought. 
Jasper :  Commercial  fertilizers  largely  used,  and  apparently  with  great  success,  this 
season.  Madison :  Stand  bad  owing  to  defective  seed,  but  has  done  well  during  the 
past  month  owing  to  favorable  weather.  Smith  :  Two  weeks  later  than  usual.  Yala- 
lusha :  Later  than  last  year,  owing  to  cool  nights  and  mornings  in  the  spring ;  stands 
generally  good.  Yazoo :  Generally  grassy.  Sun  Floioer :  Two  to  three  weeks  late  ; 
grassy  and  stands  bad  owing  to  defective  seed ;  some  thrown  out,  thus  reducing  acreage. 
Prentiss:  In  fine  condition  and  promises  well.  Panola :  Looking  well,  but  quite  small 
and  eight  days  late.  Rewton :  Increased  acreage  and  prospects  flattering.  Clarke : 
Doing  well;  rains  have  given  planters  a  chance  to  get  it  out  of  the  grass.  Sumner:  Looks 
well;  blooms  on  the  17th  of  June.  Tishomingo:  Fine  growing  weather ;  crops  clean 
and  laborers  work  well.  Benton :  Prospect  fine ;  labor  better  than  for  many  years,  the 
result  being  clean  crops  and  flattering  prospects.  Simpson :  Stunted  by  drought ;  not 
so  well  formed  or  so  early  as  usual ;  first  blooms  June  15.  Jefferson :  Looking  well. 
La  Fayette  :  Best  prospects  since  the  war;  weather  favorable  and  crops  in  good  order. 
Leflore :  Not  so  good  a  stand  as  last  year  on  account  of  defective  seed  and  grass ;  suffer- 
ing ycry  much  for  rain.  Holmes:  Not  one-half  as  favorable  as  the  condition  should 
be  for  the  season ;  incessant  rains  during  the  winter  and  spring  caused  much  rotting 
of  seed.  Leake :  Below  average  size,  but  full  of  forms  and  gives  promise  of  a  good 
yield.  Lee :  Looks  fine,  but  there  is  a  generally  poor  stand  and  not  stalks  enough. 
Washington:  Has  been  very  grassy  and  has  not  yet  recovered. 

Louisiana. — Madison:  Late  and  suffering  from  drought.  Saint  Landry:  Stands  the 
drought  well.  Washington :  Looks  tolerably ;  acreage  reduced  owing  to  decline  in 
prices  and  defective  seed.  Cameron :  Weather  excessively  dry  and  hot ;  damage  done  by 
a  worm  known  as  the  "grass"  worm ;  the  cotton-worm  is  also  reported.  Concordia :  Im- 
proved very  much  since  last  month ;  worms  have  appeared  in  several  places ;  I  have 
now  two  cocoons  webbed  up;  this  is  the  earliest  that  worms  have  ever  beenfound  in  this 
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neighborhood.  Franklin:  Injured  by  drought.  Grant:  Judging  from  the  number  of 
worms  here  at  present  the  crop  will  be  destroyed  in  about  three  weeks.  Tangipahoa : 
Small,  but  full  of  fruit ;  small  fields  well  cultivated  and  manured  are  better  in  appear- 
ance than  I  have  ever  known.  Calcasieu :  Doing  well,  but  the  worm  has  appeared 
in  many  places.  Sabine:  A  protracted  drought  after  an  unusually  wet  spring  makes 
prospects  very  light. 

Texas. — Brown :  Looks  well,  but  has  about  stopped  growing ;  no  worms  as  yet.  Bell  : 
Clean  and  looks  well,  but  needs  rain.  Bexar :  Two  weeks  late,  but  in  good  condition  ; 
some  complaint  of  shedding  of  squares.  Austin:  Backward  and  suffering  badly  from 
drought ;  plants  about  half  the  usual  size.  Coryell:  Needs  rain  badly.  Denton:  Dry 
hot  weather  since  June  5;  vegetation  suffering  very  much  for  want  of  rain.  Falls : 
Rain  needed  very  much,  but  cotton  is  promising  so  far.  Fayette :  The  cotton  prospect 
is  alarming.  Galveston:  No  rain  for  two  months.  Morris:  Looking  well;  some  com- 
plaint of  boll-worms.  Lampasas :  Suffering  from  drought.  Waller :  Though  late,  seems 
to  be  growing  and  making;  one  farmer  reports  the  worms  in  his  cotton,  which,  if  true, 
shows  that  the  driest  weather  cannot  keep  them  back  and  that  the  immigration 
theory  must  " evaporate."  Titus:  Twenty  days  backward  and  stand  bad;  damaged 
by  heavy  rains  and  overrun  by  weeds  and  grass.  Medina:  Suffering  from  drought. 
Fort  Bend:  The  dry  weather  is  materially  injuring  the  crop.  Dallas:  About  10  per 
cent,  planted  has  been  abandoned  to  the  weeds  and  grass,  owing  to  too  much  rain  and 
want  of  labor;  remainder  looks  promising  and  is  now  being  chopped  for  the  first  time. 
Harrison :  No  rain  for  twenty-seven  days ;  boll-worms  reported.  Huslc :  Out  of  grass 
generally  and  condition  about  average.  Kendall:  Very  dry;  cotton  must  suffer  if  we 
do  not  have  rain  soon.  Matagorda:  Drought  since  May  1.  Williamson:  Too  soon  to 
judge.  San  Patricio:  No  rains  since  the  first  of  May;  everything  is  burning  up. 
Grimes:  The  early  worked  is  growing  and  doing  well,  but  most  of  the  crop  has  been 
cleaned  within  the  past  week  or  ten  days  and  that  has  stopped  growing  almost  entirely. 
Uvalde:  Very  dry.  Burnet:  Looks  tolerably  well  notwithstanding  drought.  Ellis: 
Very  weedy  in  May  and  labor  scarce ;  plants  small  but  full  of  forms  and  blooms ;  first 
bloom  June  2;  crop  generally  ten  days  late.  Bobertson:  Needs  rain  badly;  weed 
small,  but  tolerably  well  fruited. 

Arkansas. — Saline:  Two  weeks  later  than  last  year  and  condition  not  so  good. 
Fulton  :  Very  promising  and  blooming  eight  to  ten  days  earlier  than  usuaL  Jefferson  : 
The  dry  weather  of  June  has,  in  a  great  measure,  repaired  the  damage  done  by  the 
spring  rains.  Miller:  Condition  lowered  by  a  six  weeks' drought.  Prairie:  Back- 
ward and  late ;  blooms  about  two  weeks  later  than  last  year ;  stands  bad,  and  much 
of  it  still  grassy  Sharp  :  Some  complaint  of  cotton  worm ;  their  first  appearance  in 
this  section,  and  am  not  as  yet  prepared  to  say  how  their  depredations  will  affect  the 
crop.  Saint  Francis :  Better  than  ever  known  since  I  have  been  in  the  county. 
Woodruff:  Clean,  but  backward ;  stands  generally  bad.  Pope:  Cotton  that  is  clean 
looks  well ;  a  few  boll  worms.  Jackson:  Spring  was  unfavorable,  but  have  had  three 
weeks  of  fine  weather  for  cleaning  crop,  and  it  now  looks  well.  Craighead:  Quite 
young  yet ;  much  replanting  done,  in  some  instances  replanted  three  times.  Franklin  : 
Promising,  and  a  larger  area  in  cultivation  than  last  spring ;  condition  fine,  stand  not 
so,  and  at  least  ten  days  earlier  than  last  year;  season  favorable  for  its  cultivation. 
Pulaski:  Maturing  rapidly;  more  blooms  to  date  than  in  previous  years.  Howard: 
Looks  tolerably  well. 

Tennessee.—  Gibson :  The  season  has  been  favorable  for  cotton  cultivation  and 
growth ;  the  dry  weather  of  June  forced  the  bloom  a  week  earlier  though  the  planting 
was  generally  considered  a  month  late ;  the  condition  may  be  considered  better  than 
an  average.  Henderson  :  Season  good.  Shelby :  Looks  splendid ;  this  is  and  has  been 
the  best  growing  season  I  have  ever  known.  Williamson :  Season  remarkably  fine 
for  the  crop.  Haywood :  Not  planted  so  early  as  usual,  but  the  prospect  is  excellent. 
McNairy :  At  least  ten  days  later  than  usual,  although  blooming  fully  as  early  as 
common ;  no  rain  to  do  any  good  since  5th  of  May.  Dyer:  Never  more  promising,  and 
at  least  ten  days  in  advance  of  ordinary  seasons. 
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OATS. 

The  condition  of  the  oat  crop  shows  great  improvement  since  the 
return  of  June,  and  is  now  reported  98  against  92  then.  As  compared 
with  the  return  at  the  same  time  last  year  it  is  2  per  cent,  better.  The 
Kew  England  and  Middle  States  give  an  average  of  over  100.  The  large 
producing  States  in  the  AVest  return  an  average  above  that  of  1880, 
and  in  Illinois  and  Wisconsin  give  a  return  of  over  100.  Nebraska 
averages  111,  being  the  highest  return  made  by  any  State.  Bust,  which 
is  usually  so  prevalent  in  the  Southern  States,  is  rarely  mentioned,  and 
only  in  Kansas  are  injuries  from  insects  reported.

TOBACCO. 

Acreage. — The  returns  for  July  show  the  acreage  as  compared  with 
last  year  in  the  principal  tobacco-growing  States  as  follows:  Massachu- 
setts, the  same ;  Connecticut,  105 ;  Pennsylvania,  109 ;  Maryland,  115  ; 
Virginia,  110  ;  Tennessee,  99  5  Kentucky,  107 ;  Ohio,  101 ;  Missouri,  91, 
and  Wisconsin,  110.    These  returns  show  a  very  large  increase  over 
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1880,  "but  it  must  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  area  planted  in  1880  was 
very  much  reduced  owing  to  an  almost  total  loss  of  plants  in  sections  of 
Maryland,  Virginia,  and  Kentucky.  The  increase  this  year  in  these 
States  will  not  counterbalance  the  loss  then,  or,  in  other  words,  the  acre- 
age of  1881  will  not  be  greater  in  the  whole  country  than  in  1879,  the 
years  in  which  the  area  was  given  in  the  census  of  1880.  The  condition 
of  the  crop  is  reputed  as  very  favorable  and  the  stand  good. 

POTATOES. 

There  has  been  an  increase  of  2  per  cent,  over  last  year  in  the  area 
planted  in  potatoes.  The  increase  has  been  general  and  not  confined  to 
any  section.  The  State  of  Maine  makes  a  slight  decrease,  while  all  the 
other  New  England  and  North  Atlantic  States  return  an  increase,  par- 
ticularly the  State  of  New  York,  in  which  it  is  5  per  cent.  In  the  West- 
ern States,  Michigan  reports  an  increase  of  nearly  5  per  cent.,  Illinois  2, 
and  Missouri  6.  Ohio  is  the  only  State  that  produces  largely  that  reports 
a  decline  in  area,  and  that  is  only  2  per  cent.  The  condition  of  the  crop 
is  reported  very  high.  Insect  injuries  are  noted  in  many  localities,  par- 
ticularly in  Maine  and  Illinois. 
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
